DENVER, Colo., June 25.—Thomas 
F. Dawson, Colorado state historian, 
and 
nationally 
known 
newspaper 
man, died this morning in a Denver 
hospital at 4:40 o’clock, the third vic­ 
tim of the group of newspapermen 
in President Harding's party. 


DENVER, Colo., June 25. — Two 
were killed and two others injured 
seriously yesterday afternoon when 
an automobile, one of a caravan in 
which 
visiting 
newspaper 
corres­ 
pondents with President Harding’s 
special train and local newspaper 
writers were riding through Den­ 
ver’s mountain parks, went over a 
cliff in Bear Creek Canyon, drop­ 
ping 75 feet into the creek bed. The 
dead: 
Sumner Curtis, representative of 
the Republcan National Committee, 
accompanying the Harding 
party, 
and for many years a widely known 
newspaper correspondent. 
Tommie French, a statistician for 
the Great W estern Sugar company 
of Denver, who was driving the car. 
Tho injured are: 
Donald A. Craig, manager of the 
W ashington bureau of the New York 
Herald, and Thomas F. Dawson, for 
20 years a member of the Washing­ 
ton staff of the Associated Press and 
later connected with various news­ 
papers. 
In recent years Mr. Dawson 
has been directer of the historical 
department of the Colorado Histor­ 
ical and Natural History Society. 
Mr. Craig sustained a badly lacerat­ 
ed scalp, a bruised shoulder 
and 
suffered a severe shock. 
Early this 
morning it w’as said at the hospital 
to which ho had been taken that he 
would recover unless complications 
developed. 
Mr. Dawson suffered a broken an­ 
kle, bruised shoulders and scalp lac­ 
erations. 
H is 
condition 
showed 
slight improvement this 
morning, 
physicians said, but, due to his ad­ 
vanced years, his recovery still is 
in doubt. 
Tho car was rounding 
Looking 
Glass Curve, one of the sharp bends 
In the road, when it was seen to 
swerve, crash through a retaining 
wall and roll down the rocky in­ 
cline. 
It is believed that a broken 
steering knuckle caused the car to 
become unmanageable. 
Curtis was pinned beneath the car 
and Craig had been thrown clear. 
French was found a few feet from 
the wrecked automobile and Dawson 
about fifty feet down the incline. 
It 
is believed Curtis was killed instant­ 
ly. 
French was alive when other 
members of the party reached the 
victims, but died before he could 
be brought here. 
President Harding was 
greatly 
shocked when informed of the ac­ 
cident. 
‘I am unutterably distressed 
that such, an accident should have 
occurred/* he said. 
“It lays a sor­ 
row upon what has been a happy 
trip. 
My grief is beyond expres­ 
sion, but there is some consolation 
in the hope that the injured men will 
recover.’ 
The body of Mr. Curtis will be 
taken to Chicago where it will be 
met by friends and taken probably 
to W ashington for burial.

blecloth would huve smoldered, set 
fire to the woodwork, burned down 
the house and seriously injured 
Mrs. Judson through exposure to 
the cold In her nightgown, besides 


disfiguring Tilly, the colored maid, 
from burns. 
Tilly's beau. Andrew 
Jackson, would then have thrown 
her over, and Tilly would have mar­ 
ried old George Washington, who 
had been after her for months. 
George would have beaten her and 
she would have run away and gone 
to the dogs.

Judson 
wns planning to put In a new floor, 
and there would have been compli­ 
cations. 
Judson’s partner, Tobias John­ 
son, had been planning to make 
awny with certain plans that had 
been kept In the safe for patent­ 
ing them when they had been per­ 
fected. 
He had about given up 
hope, but as soon as Judson died 
he unlocked the safe and abstract­ 
ed them. Ultimately these brought 
him nearly a million dollars which 
would have gone to Judson and his 
family. There Is good karma, but 
there is also bad karma. 
The doctor who attended Judson 
in his last moments missed being 
called in to attend Mrs. Marriott, 
a fanciful old widow who spent a 
thousand dollars a year having im­ 
aginary ailments cured, and was 
tired of her regular physician.

taker, had been struggling alone 
upon the verge of bankruptcy for 
more than a year, for Mr. Judson 
lived In a very healthful locality. 
Judson’s death was the thing that 
brought him around the corner. He 
stood in with the sculptor who de­ 
signed the angel with outstretched 
wings now standing guard over 
Judson’s 
grave. 
And 
then, 
of 
course, Judson had a really sump­ 
tuous funeral. 
A lot of karma was worked off 
when Henry Judson died unexpect­ 
edly at his country home at the 
age of flfty-flve.
